But they will not 
succeed In escaping the long delayed 
punishment. The scaffold limbers are 
already sawed and seasoned and the 
rope Is ready to do lu work.

The number of 
hangings that resulted from these mur- 
ders Is not given, but It Is probably 
not more than one to the 100. The Mo- 
saic law fully executed would stay the 
fearful slaughter, for men would hesl- 
late long before they would dip their 
hands in human blood If they were ful- 
ly convinced that they would pay the 
forfeit wit h their own lives. 

TllocoH they are related. Col VV. C. 
F. Breckinridge, who claimed that It 
was a monstrous outrage to accuse 
Capt Utpley of being In the conspira- 
cy to murder Goebel, Is conspicuous by 
his absence from the defense, while 
Bill Owens, 'Dory Hallam and John 
Young Brown are likewise missing. 
The civil libertines have either slopped 
pulling up or these worthies have shut 
up for the good and sufficient reason 
that they have become disgusted with 
the whole dirty business of trying Ui 
keep the necks of the assassination 
fiends out of the halter.
